Increased produc- 
tion is shown by all the provinces with 
the exception of Prince Edward Is- 
land, the largest proportionate in- 
crease, 36 per cent, being recorded 
by British Columbia; In order of 
dairying importance. the _ provinces 
rank: Ontario, Quebec, Alberta, Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, Noya Scotia, Brit- 
ish Columbia, New.

— It is interest- 
ing to note that the three prairie proy- 
inces of Canada, Manitoba, Saskatche-

During the past 
decade, the property loss has been 
$250,000,000, apart from forest con- 
flagrations, and the loss of life totalled 
more than 3,000, mostly children, The 
per capita loss of property through 
fire in Canada is fifteen times as great 
as the average loss to European coun- 
tries.

Referring to the position which Canada occupies as.a producer of wealth, 
F. C. Wade, Agent-General for Britisli Columbia in London, has said: 

“Canada has only one-half of one per cent. of the population of the world, 
She produces 90 per cent. of its cobalt, 88 per cent. of its asbestos, 85 per cent. 
of its nickel, 32 per cent., of its puipwood, 20 per cent. of its lumber, 20 per 
cent. of its cured fish,-18 per cent. of iis oats, 15 per cent. of its potatoes, 12 
per cent.:of its silver, 1144 per cent. of its wheat, 11 per cent. of its barley, 
4 per cent. of its gold, 4 per cent. of its copper.” 

Contemplation of the fact that with only one-half of one per cent, of the 
world’s population, Canada is already contributing so largely to the world’s 
wealth, coupled with the further fact that,as yet, and owing to lack of popu- 
lation, the enormous wealth of natural resources which the Dominion posses- 
#es have barely been scratched, should convince even the most pessimistic 
of the great future in store for this country, These figures alone are ad 
clent to establish abounding confidence on the part of all. 

These figures, however, only begin to tell the story of Canada’s present 
position, Last year Canada’s exports to foreign countries reached a total 
of $800,000,000, and more than 50 per-cent. of this total was made up of “fully 

‘or partly”. manufactured goods, thus demonstrating that, to an ever increas- 
ing extent, the raw materials produced in the Dominion are being utilized in 
our own factories and shippéd abroad in a finished or partly finished condi- 
tion instead of in their raw state: 

At the recent meeting of the General Assembly of the League of Nations 
an Official declaration was made naming the six most important nations in 
the League, outside the Allied powers of Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, 
ete. and Canada was accorded a foremost place among these six. 

If this is the position now occupied in the world’s estimation and in 
world commerce and economics by a young and only partially developed 
country of only eight millions of people, what a wonderful future and posi- 
tion awaits the Dominion when, with several times its present population, and 
the more complete settlement of its lands and more intensivé development 
of its resources, its representatives sit arotnd the council board of the world! 

“A realization of ‘Canada’s present position,.and the glowing probabilities 
of the future, only serve to emphasize the importance and need of now bend- 
ing all our energies to the task of encouraging immigrants of the right type 
from all parts of the world to come and assist in the work of nation building 
in this Dominion. What immigration did for the United States in the last 
century, it can do for Canada in this century. 

The late Sir Wilfrid Laurier once declared that the Twentieth Century 
belonged to Canada. The Great War delayed the fulfillmnt of that prophecy, 
but it was only a temporary interruption, and the final result may well be 
that, with careful and energetic management, the conditions following the war 
may be turned to Canada’s advantage. 

This Dominion needs immigration of a two-fold character, people and capl- 
tal. Young men and women, healthy and ambitious, are required to settle 
on our vacant lands; youths are needed to engage in the production of wealth 
‘from our forests, our fisheries and our mines; laborers will be needed to build 
railways, roads and various Government and municipal works; capital is re 
quired to make such development possible and provide employment for these 
people. The one cannot get along without the other. 


The foundation stone of all our national policies should, therefore, be the 
encouragement of the right type of immigrants, and_ the providing of all 
reasonable inducements and guarantees to foreign capital. to engage in the 
task of building up a great and prospeyous Canadian nation, and to this great 
enterprise the Canadian people, East and West, should unitedly devote their 
best energies. ’

| Relative Strength of Shipping Ton. 


nage of Leading Nations 
The new edition of Lioyd’s Register 
Shipping contains some illuminat 
ing figures on the relativé sirefigth of 
the shipping tonnage possessed by the 
various nations. The figures are reit- 
ly striking, and indicate that, while 
Great Britain has increased her ton- 
nage only in a slight degree, the Unit- 
ed States has made. tremendous 
strides. ‘The advantages gained place 
the latter country in a position to suc- 
cessfully compete with Britain for the 


of 


mastery of the world’s trade. If ton- 
hage atone counted in the develop- 
ment of a vast commerce, the United 
States would be in a position to 


threaten ‘the present 
Britain on the sea, 

There are altogether 33,935 sea- 
going vessels-in the world, and their 
total tonnage is 64,370,786. Of this 
number/ 4,680 vessels are sailing ves- 
sels aggregating 3,027,834 tons and 
29,255 are steam and motor ships of 
61,342,952 tons. Great Britain heads 
the list with 19,053,000 tons, an in- 
crease of only 176,000 tons since June, 
1914; the United States comes second 
with 12,506,000 tons, an increase of 
10,689,000 tons’ sinee 1914. 

In 1914 Germany ranked second to 
Great Britain with 6,000,000 tons, 
while now she possesses only 1,- 
782,000 tons. Norway has descended 
from third place to seventh, and 
Japan has risen from sixth to third 
position,
